HR coment: It will be noted that DBB interest rayments are to be lower in 1951 than in 1950. This comes about because the Rreissparkassen are 
no longer nermitted to lend money to the Deutsche lovernbink as heretofore. \r to 1950 they had been lending money to the DBB at 2.5 rer cent., but 
the Deutsehe Notenbank no longer nermits this, more esrecially since the Kreissparkascen vere, at the same time, being refinanced by the Hotenbank 
The inclusion of the Landesgenossenseheftsbanken within the Bavernbank, beginning in 1751, eliminates eartain duplications in interest rayments to 
the Bauernbank, thereby vsking total interest receirts smaller. Finally, the lending of money to the various Konsumvereins hag been taken avay from 
the Bavernbank and is now done by the Notenbank, The Saxony Konsum business, however, was being handled uy the No: enbank, as an oxeepvien, even ben 
fore the reorganizstion of the Ravernbavk wes initiated. 
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
